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Councilman escapes serious injury 
when garage bursts into flames 


Durr says impact wrench ignites gas while working on lawnmower

It could have been worse. 
Much worse. 

City councilman Bobby 
Durr narrowly escaped seri¬ 
ous injury when his garage at 
1031 Indian Trail caught fire 


Saturday afternoon while 
he was working to repair his 
lawnmower. 

“I was very blessed to get 
out,” Durr said following the 
fire that singed his hands, 
eyebrows and hair. “I could 
have been very easily laying 


in the funeral home.” 

Contacted Monday by 
phone, Durr said he was OK 
and thankful that he wasn’t 
seriously injured. 

The fire started while

Woman 
jailed for

A woman is behind 
bars after being charged

faces a host of charges 
that include second 
offense DUI, third- 
degree assault of a police 
officer, second-offense 
alcohol intoxication in 
a public place, second- 
degree possession of a 
controlled substance, 
prescription not in prop¬ 
er container and resist¬ 
ing arrest. 

Officer James Dunn 
responded to 106 Pop¬ 
lar Drive around 12:45 
Tuesday morning after 
receiving a complaint 
that Yarborough assault¬ 
ed another female at 
the residence and was 
driving recklessly on the 
street, according to his 
report. 

When he attempted 
to handcuff Yarborough, 
she resisted arrest and 
had to be “assisted to the 
ground,” according to 
Dunn’s report. 

That’s when Yarbor¬ 
ough “started punching 
and struck me in the 
face and bottom lip,” 
according to the report. 

On Tuesday, Law¬ 
renceburg Police Chief 
Chris Atkins said that

A humbling surprise 

Markwell's support of youth hunting lands him Sportsman of Year award

He processes hundreds of deer each 
year, but none give Denny Markwell as 
much pleasure as those he cuts and wraps 
for children who participate in the annu¬ 
al youth hunts organized by officers with 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. 

Markwell, owner of Markwell’s Deer 
Processing on Bruner Road, doesn’t charge 
a fee for processing those deer but was 


rewarded for his efforts recently by being 
selected the 6th District Sportsman of the 
Year. 

During an interview last week, Denny 
said he was more than a little surprised 
when notified that he had won the 
award, given each year by Fish and Wild¬ 
life officers in the 17-county district. 

“I was surprised, real surprised,” Mark- 
well said from his home last week. “It’s

Deputies give gypsy 
scammers the boot

Sheriff Troy Young says he’s had 
about all he can stand of so-called 
“gypsies” showing up here from the 
Carolinas each spring and scamming 
unsuspecting 
residents. 

“I’ve been 
dealing with 
these people 
for 23 years,” 
said Young. 

“Every year 
it’s fence 
painting, barn 
painting or a 
blacktopping 
scam. 

“I pretty 
much have 
come to 
expect they’re 
going to show 
up, just like 
the dande¬ 
lions. Some¬ 
times you just 
gotta go out 
and spray.” 

The “gypsies” showed up right on 
time last week and scammed at least 
one property owner into allowing them 
to paint the roof of his barn. Another 
property owner said no, but returned 
home from a trip to Lexington only to 
find a large portion of his barn roof 
painted without his approval. 

Young said the men were rounded 
up, ticketed, had a 2014 Dodge Ram 
pickup impounded and told to beat it. 

“We put them off hoofing it,” said 
Young, adding that their vehicle was 
seized for having no insurance and an 
altered license plate. “We dropped them 
off at Walmart and left them sitting 
there on two 5-gallon buckets of paint.”

Durr used an electric 
impact wrench to loosen 
bolts on the mower’s 
engine. 

“I had it raised up 
and was laying on my 
back,” Durr said. “When 
I started the impact 
wrench, fire just went 
everywhere.” 

Durr said he wasn’t 
aware that the lawn- 
mower was leaking gas 
when he triggered the 
impact wrench. 

He said it’s likely that 
fumes from the gas had 
built up and that an 


electric spark from the 
wrench’s motor ignited 
them into a ball of fire. 

“It was almost like an 
explosion.” 

Durr said he never 
stood up to escape. 

“I just rolled out the 
door, which was 3 to 4 
feet from where I was 
working, and got out of 
it. 

The fire destroyed 
the garage and all of its 
contents, Durr said, but 
the fire wasn’t able to 
spread to nearby struc¬ 
tures due to the quick 
arrival of the Lawrence- 
burg Fire Department, 
which was gathered a 
short distance away for 
training at the fire hall. 


“The fire department 
got there in about three 
minutes,” said Fire Chief 
Bobby Hume. 

Durr said he was 
very impressed with 
the response and how 
well the firefighters per¬ 
formed. 

“I really appreciate 
how they took care of 
it,” Durr said. 

“We have an excellent 
bunch of firefighters 
who are top notch in 
every way. 

“I’m proud of the 
firefighters we have. 
They’re professionals.”

well said the men showed up at his 
home, saying they were painting 
another man’s barn and asking to 
paint his. 

Markwell said he told them that he 
would see how they did on the other 
barn and, if the work was good, he’d 
consider having them paint his. 

“I left for the day, came home and 
found the guy sitting here with at 
least a 20x20 spot of my roof painted,” 
Markwell said. 

Markwell said he told the man to 
leave his property and that he would 
have to come back and remove the 
paint. The following day, two other 
men showed up and instead of remov¬ 
ing the paint, wanted to finish the job. 

“It wasn’t even the right color,” said 
Markwell, who said the men took off 
after he refused to allow them to con¬ 
tinue working. 

The sheriff’s office was called and 
when deputies arrived, they found 
the men did not have an Anderson 
County business license, which was 


strike one. 

Strikes two and three were vehicle 
registration and insurance issues. 

One of the men, Pat Paul Sherlock 
of North Augusta, South Carolina, 
received a handful of tickets and 
ordered to appear June 6 in Anderson 
District Court before being sent on his 
way. 

“It’s always a Sherlock,” Young said. 

Young said whether it’s barn paint¬ 


ing or blacktopping, the group always 
offers an incredibly cheap deal that 
almost always turns out to be a bad 
deal for property owners. 

“They’ll show up with a load of 
blacktop and say they just finished a 
job somewhere else and have to get 
rid of the extra blacktop or they’ll 
get in trouble with their boss,” Young 
said. “They’ll start the pricing at $400, 
but before long it’s up to $3,400 after 


they start and they’ll try to strong- 
arm people into paying more. 

“By the time their done, you can 
still see grass growing through it.” 

Young recalled on instance where 
the scammers convinced a homeown¬ 
er into allowing them to paint a barn. 

“They said they were going to give 
it two coats,” Young said. 

“When the homeowner questioned 
why they only did one, they told him 
that they were using a double coat 
nozzle.” 

Young said it’s unfortunate that so 
many people fall for the scams each 
year. 

“People just love a good deal,” 
Young said. “But if it’s too good to be 
true, it almost certainly is.” 

Young said last week’s roundup 
was made easier by the fact that 
several years ago his office took over 
business license enforcement from 
the judge-executive’s office. 

“Once they don’t have a business 
license, they’re done,” Young said. 
“That’s the first thing people should 
ask. If they don’t, they don’t belong 
doing business in Anderson County.”

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his part, Markwell and 
his staff process for free 
deer harvested by hunt¬ 
ers who choose to have 
the meat donated to 
food pantries. 

Criteria for the award

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State funds OK’d 
to resurface part 

of Highway 749

The Anderson County Fiscal Court 
voted last Tuesday to accept nearly 
$500,000 in state funds, the bulk of 
which will be used 
to resurface 4.9 miles 
of state highway 749 
between Hickory Grove 
and Bonds Mill roads. 

Magistrates approved 
the state’s recommenda¬ 
tion to spend $335,588 on 
that portion of the road, 
but rejected the recom-

mendation to use the balance of the 
funds — $151,063 — to pave an addi¬ 
tional two miles of that road. 

Instead, magistrates voted to use 
that money on county highways, 
a move that will more than offset 
funds that will be lost due to the 
state’s loss in gas tax revenue to the 
past year. 

The funds are part of the state’s 
rural secondary road program, which 
are designed to take care of the state 
highways in the county’s more rural 
areas. 

Each year, the fiscal court is asked 
to approve the state’s preferred area 
for resurfacing, but is allowed to vote 
on so-called “flex” funds that it can 
use for its own purposes. 

Judge-Executive Orbrey Gritton 
said that this year, the fiscal court 
decided to use the flex funds on coun¬ 
ty roads. 

Gritton said the reason for that is 
the expected loss of $63,000 in state 
road aid this year, due to a significant 
decline in gas prices that affected 
state tax revenue. 

“Our thoughts are, with the 
amount of snow and rain we’ve had, a 
lot of roads in the county need some 
help,” Gritton said, adding that by 
flexing the $151,063, the fiscal court 
will have more funds than it would 
have had otherwise to resurface 
county roads. 

Gritton said the funds will be used 
based on the fiscal court’s priority 
road list, which allows each of the six 
magistrates to select roads each year 
for resurfacing that annually rotate 
to the top of the list.

This time, the trailer survived. 

A fire damaged but didn’t destroy 
a woman’s house trailer on Versailles 
Road, thanks to quick action by the 
Lawrenceburg Fire Department and 
some remodeling of the structure. 

The fire broke out around 8 a.m. 


Monday at 1141 Versailles Road, Lot 
43, in a home owned by Jacqueline 
Lendrum, who was home when it 
broke out but escaped without injury, 
according to Lawrenceburg Fire 
Chief Bobby Hume. 

Hume said the fire was caused by 
an electrical problem with a light 
and broke out in an area of the home 
that had been modified. 

“At some point in time, they built 
a wall into a bedroom, which saved 
the day,” Hume said. “They built it 


from 2x4s instead of the usual trailer 
construction of 2x2s and used actual 
drywall instead of paneling. 

“That made it a little better and it 
didn’t burn quite as quickly. It prob¬ 
ably saved the trailer.” 

Hume said the 2x2 construction is 
the reason trailers historically don’t 
stand up long to fire. 

“With 2x2s and paneling on them, 
they burn really fast,” he said.

No location for chicken swap latest example 
of no answers when opportunity knocks 

C olumn as I see ’em... 

Forgive me if I sound a bit frustrated this week. 

It seems that every time opportunity 
knocks in Anderson County, we aren’t able to 
respond in the ways our neighbors can. 

I spent a good deal of time during the past week 
asking questions about chicken swaps, truck and 
tractor pulls and swimming pools, only to walk 
away from every conversation shaking my head. 

It started with the Lawrenceburg Chicken Swap 
and ended with a swimming facility it appears 
Anderson County will never, ever have. 

For the uninitiated, the chicken swap has been 
going on for several years in the parking lot at Trac¬ 
tor Supply before it outgrew that location and was 
moved to the parking lot at Walmart. 

Held every other Saturday, the swap is an eclec¬ 
tic collection of chickens and other critters that people come 
from all over Kentucky and even other states come to buy, sell 
and, as the name suggests, swap with other enthusiasts. 

They pay nothing to set up, but spend thousands of dollars 
while they’re here on food, gas and other items, you know, the 
way we hope tourists will. 

An estimated 300 vendors set up for a recent swap, over¬ 
whelming parking at Tractor Supply and surrounding business¬ 
es and forcing it to be moved. 

’ Recently, there was an inquiry about 

moving the swap into the county park, 
but that was quickly shot down by 
the fiscal court due to rules that don’t 
allow folks to engage in profit making 
on taxpayer-owned land. 

The swappers seem perfectly happy 
to hold their event at Walmart, but 
organizer Doug McAnly admits he’s 
worried that what started as a handful 
of enthusiasts getting together a few 
years ago is poised to outgrow even its 
new home. 

That’s a shame and, if true, could 
spell doom for what has become the 
state’s largest chicken swap. 

- It’s understandable that using 

taxpayer-owned property for such an 
event simply cannot happen. Were the fiscal court to allow the 
swappers to set up shop every couple of weeks, it would have 
to allow all manner of vendors out there and, before long, land 
that was purchased to serve the recreational desires of the com¬ 
munity would become nothing more than a flea market on 
steroids. 

Think of it as a 127 Yard Sale in perpetuity. 

Still, for a community that struggles so mightily to figure out 
ways to attract visitors via tourism, it’s frustrating to have such 
a grass-roots event held here that simply has nowhere to gather 
outside of a parking lot. 

Next came the truck and tractor pulls, events that people 
seem to enjoy but of course came to a crashing halt a couple of 
years ago when the fiscal court and promoters knocked heads 
over money. 

To summarize, the pulls were originally supposed to benefit 
the county park, specifically in regard to building a swimming 
facility. 

Instead, those efforts veered off toward building a better 
pulling track, hence the lights, bleachers and fencing at that 
location. 

There were all sorts of allegations that money wasn’t being 
fairly accounted for, etc., and those using the facility walked 
away in a huff. 

The upshot now is that some of those folks are ready to 
return but first must agree that every dime of net profit from 
the pulls be turned over the fiscal court to benefit the park, as is 
spelled out in a revised contract. 

Gone are the opportunities to host such events to raise money 
for someone ailing or a family in need. Now, that money can 
only go back to the fiscal court for its use in the park — a use 
that has yet to be clearly defined and could ostensibly be used 
to make payroll, I suppose. 

Of course that discussion trailed off into a swimming facility, 
that elusive golden goose everyone wants but no one knows how 
to obtain. 

Ostensibly, any money raised from pulls should be added to 
the money that has languished for years in the fiscal court’s 
pool fund. 

After all, the location of the pulling track is exactly where a 
swimming facility is supposed to be built. 

Trouble is, unless someone figures out a way to go from rais¬ 
ing a few grand at these events to a few million, no aquatic cen¬ 
ter will be coming to the park anytime soon. 

What’s most frustrating is that chicken swaps, truck pulls and 
similar events are not a problem in Shelby ville, Harrodsburg or 
Versailles, because those communities have private fair boards 
that own private land and are set up specifically to handle those 
types of events, leaving their taxpayer-owned parks to do what 
they were designed to do: provide recreational opportunities for 
residents. 

Of course we have no fair board that owns private land, so 
we are once again reduced to scratching our heads to figure out 
how to allow people to swap chickens, host truck pulls and just 
about anything else that comes along — something our neigh¬ 
bors figured out years ago. 

Frustrating, isn’t it?

Chill requires patience when plantin 


Winter in spring? Well, we just had the 
Dogwood Winter and all I can say is don’t 
let the door hit you on your way out. As 
we usher in May, more blooms 
are on the way, and I for one 
sincerely hope we don’t get any 
more frosts. 

The old fashioned way of 
farming depended on a lot of 
observation before all the work 
began. Weathermen weren’t on 
the air telling people what to 
do to protect their crops. Keen 
observations of Mother Nature 
saved the day. 

Farmers knew from years of 
watching that it wasn’t safe to 
plant tender summer vegeta¬ 
bles in the garden until after the dogwoods 
had bloomed, because there was typically a 
few mornings of frost in late April or early 
May. Though the Dogwood is done, Black¬ 
berry Winter may show its face, so don’t get 
too antsy. 

Though my tomatoes are ready to be 
venturing outside to be hardened off, I’m 
too much of a mother to let them be plant¬ 
ed out there yet. That one spring, when it 
snowed on Mother’s Day, cured me of “early 
birdness.” 

I remember it because it was the first 
year we opened the Old Depot Farmers’ 
Market. Being a relatively new kid to Ken¬ 
tucky, I remember chatting intensely with 
other farmers while we shivered. “Who had 
ever heard of snow on Mother’s Day?” I said. 
Well, I learned a lot that year. 

The Old Depot Farmers’ Market opened 
last weekend and shivering or not, vendors 
there will have lots of offerings for you 


to enjoy. The market is open Fridays from 
noon to 5 p.m., Saturdays from 10 a.m. to 3 
p.m. and Sundays from noon to 3 p.m. It’s a 
great way to support your local farmers. 

I’m going to wait till it warms up a bit. 

I really don’t like shivering, plus it’s just 
easier for my brain to remember Memorial 
Day to Labor Day as my opening and clos¬ 
ing dates. I can’t wait to see everyone. 

I can tell you one crop that will defi¬ 
nitely be late this year. I still have potatoes 
to plant. Having a job that takes me off the 
farm full time makes it difficult to plant 
on my off days, since I can’t schedule the 
weather. I’m betting that we’re going to top 
the 10 inch mark for rain this month. Geez- 
o-pete. We normally get about 2-3 inches of 
rain in April. I know, I should have covered 
all of my planting areas with plastic, but I 
didn’t. 

If your green thumb is itching to get 
out there and plant, try researching some 
heritage perennial flowers to add to your 
landscape. 

Visit perennials.com online for a wealth 
of knowledge ranging from flower types, 
growing conditions, blooming seasons and 
more. It’s a nursery up in British Columbia, 
but they have a really good educational site 
to learn from and then you can find the 
flowers locally. 

Now, get out there and enjoy the sun¬ 
shine.

The dogwoods are still white and those 
blackberries haven’t bloomed just yet. 
Happy growing.

Take precautions to avoid tick bites 


L one star tick nymphs 
and adults are active 
now. American dog 
tick adults will 
be looking for 
hosts soon, too. 

Personal 
protection, 
frequent self¬ 
inspection and 
prompt tick 
removal are 
keys to reduc¬ 
ing tick bites 
and potential 
health conse¬ 
quences. 

Ticks can be encountered 
throughout the Kentucky 
outdoors. They are most 
common in overgrown vege¬ 
tation along forest edges and 
trails commonly transited 
by deer and other wildlife. 

Personal protection and 
awareness are keys to pre¬ 
venting the irritation of 
tick bites and the risk of 
infection by a tick-borne 
disease. The incidence of 


infected ticks is very low in 
the state and ticks must feed 
for hours before passing a 
pathogen, so importance of 
early discovery and removal 
cannot be overemphasize 
Lone star tick 

Lone star ticks are fre¬ 
quently encountered along 
woodland trails and over¬ 
grown areas in much of 
Kentucky. Lone star ticks 
aggressively attack humans, 
a wide range of other mam¬ 
mals and ground-nesting 
birds. Intense reactions to 
saliva injected while these 
ticks feed can produce 
painful, itchy areas that 
can become infected if con¬ 
taminated from frequent 
scratching. 

Lone star ticks can trans¬ 
mit erlichiosis, a disease that 
can affect humans, dogs and 
cats. It can exhibit a variety 
of symptom combinations: 
fever, headache, chills, 
muscle pain, and in some 
cases, a rash. These appear 


one to two weeks after 
the bite from an infected 
tick. Kentucky is among 
the states with the high¬ 
est reported incidences of 
erlichiosis: 3.3 to 26 cases per 
1,000,000 people. The chance 
of an individual tick car¬ 
rying the pathogen is very 
low and infected ticks must 
be attached and feed for at 
least 24 hours before the 
bacterium is transmitted. 

American dog tick 

The American dog tick 
will be active soon across 
the state, as well. This tick 
can be a vector of Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever 
(RMSF). Infections in 
humans usually begin as a 
sudden onset of fever and 
headache that appear from 
two to 14 days after feeding 
by an infected tick. Other 
symptoms can include nau¬ 
sea, muscle pain, lack of

The skeletal remains 
of a man found last fall 
in western Anderson 
County were identified 
last week.

The cause of Smith’s 
death is not known. 


“There is no evidence 
of blunt force trauma,” 
Tussey said, “and no 
evidence of penetrating 
trauma.” 

Smith disappeared 
about a year ago but 
wasn’t found until last 
fall when hunters came 
across his remains. 

Tussey said last week 
that Smith had spoken 
with his wife and moth¬ 
er last April, telling 
them that he was in the 
woods in Kentucky and 
that his cell phone was 
about to die, Tussey said. 

In May, Tussey said 
Smith was seen hiding 
in a turkey blind by a 
property owner, who 
told him he was on pri¬ 
vate property and would 
have to leave. When the 
landowner came back, 
Smith was gone. 

Tussey said Smith’s 
dental records from his 
time in the National 
Guard were the key to 
getting a positive ID.

As with erlichio- 
sis, an infected tick must feed 
for about 24 hours before the 
pathogen passes to the host. 

Blacklegged tick 

The blacklegged tick, the 
vector of Lyme disease, is still 
relatively new to Kentucky. 

It has been reported primar¬ 
ily in the region of the Daniel 
Boone National Forest and in 
counties along the Ohio River 
in northern Kentucky. Some 
cases of Lyme disease have 
been diagnosed in Kentucky. 
As with the other diseases, the 
tick must be attached and feed 
for at least 24 hours to transfer 
the pathogen. 

Preventing tick bites 


Wear light-colored clothing 
so ticks can be seen easily. 

Tuck pants into socks and 
shirt into pants to keep ticks 
from reaching your skin. A 
band of duct tape (sticky side 
out) around lower legs will 
help to trap 
ticks that have 
latched on as 
you pass by. 

Avoid or 
minimize time 
in tick habitats. 

Use per¬ 
sonal protec¬ 
tion - repel¬ 
lents (DEET 
or picaridin) 
or permethrin-based (Perma- 
none) clothing sprays 

Inspect your clothing and 
body regularly and remove 
ticks, especially at the end of 
the day. Ticks wander on the 
body for some time before set¬ 
tling to feed. Often, they can 
be found before they become 
attached. 

Take a warm soapy shower 
after potential tick exposure. 


Wash clothing in hot water 
and detergent; store clothing 
in a sealed bag until it can be 
washed. Check dogs frequently 
and remove ticks as they are 
found. There are insecticides/ 
repellents that can be used 
to protect com¬ 
panion animals 
from ticks. 

Removing ticks 

The longer 
the tick has been 
in place, the 
harder it is to 
remove. Barbed 
mouthparts and 
cement secreted 
anchors it firmly to the skin. 

Use fine-tipped tweezers to 
grasp the tick as close to the 
skin surface as possible. Then, 
pull upward with steady, even 
pressure. 

Twisting or “unscrew¬ 
ing” the tick may cause the 
mouthparts to break off and 
remain in the skin. Use of 
irritants, such as gasoline or a 
hot match tip, may cause the 


tick to salivate excessively, 
increasing the chances for skin 
irritation and potential disease 
transmission. 

Prevent infection after 
removing the tick by thor¬ 
oughly disinfecting the bite 
site and washing your hands 
with soap and water. 

Dealing with tick bites 

Tick-borne diseases occur 
in Kentucky; fortunately, the 
incidence is very low. The 
risk of infection depends on 
the species of tick and length 
of attachment. Ticks can be 
removed carefully and pre¬ 
served in rubbing alcohol for 
identification. 

It is normal for a tick bite 
to be red and irritating for 
several days. See your physi¬ 
cian if the red area expands, 
or symptoms typical of the 
disease appear.

T he Kentucky 
Derby is a time- 
honored tradi¬ 
tion since 1875. 

It has 
been 
labeled 
“The Most 
Exciting 2 
Minutes in 
Sports” for 
the dura¬ 
tion of the 
race and 
“The Run 
for the 
Roses” for 
the beau¬ 
tiful blan¬ 
ket of 554 red roses 
that are draped over 
the Kentucky Derby 
winner. 

Millions of people 
celebrate the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby every 
year, whether it be 
for the thrill of the 
race, the beauty of 
the horses, or the 
overall excitement of 
the tradition, it is an 
event that most of us 
look forward to every 
year on the first Sat¬ 
urday in May. 

When I moved to 
Kentucky, I wasn’t 
familiar with the 
Kentucky Derby but 
it didn’t take my Ken¬ 
tucky born and bred 
husband to introduce 
me to the tradition 
that just happens to 
be one of this favorite 
holidays. 

Well, all you have 
to do is mention 
holiday to me and my 
mind starts turning 
as I get busy planning 
the menu. 

We don’t cel¬ 
ebrate the Derby at 
Churchill Downs; we 
usually gather on the 
farm with a big group 
of friends, a bunch of 
big screen TVs, and 
lots of food. 

The smell of burg¬ 
ers on the grill, the 
sound of the kids 
laughing and play¬ 
ing, and the hustle 
and bustle as all the 
adults are busy pick¬ 
ing their favorite 
horses, its all so much 
fun. 

This year, I am 
bringing beer cheese 
and mint juleps to the 
party 

Beer cheese, 
because it is a Ken¬ 


tucky favorite, first 
served in the 1940s 
in Clark County, and 
who doesn’t love beer 
cheese? 

And mint juleps 
because they are the 
official drink of the 
Kentucky Derby, and 
one of my favorites. 

So while it may be 
true that I’d rather 
be picking out my 
favorite recipes for 
Derby Day than my 
favorite horse or hat, 

1 will sure be there 
celebrating with the 
best of them and I 
may even pick out 
my favorite name of 

a 3-year-old thorough¬ 
bred and give him 
a few good hollers 
before the day is over. 

Beer cheese 

2 packages of softened cream 
cheese 

1 package of original ranch 
dressing mix 

3-4 cups of shredded sharp (or 
extra sharp) cheddar cheese 
1/2 can of beer (preferably a 
heavy beer for more flavor) 
For some heat add a few (or 
more) shakes of hot sauce 
Salt and pepper 

Directions 

Mix all ingredients together. 
Cover and refrigerate over night. 
Serve with wheat crackers. 

Mint julep 

Simple syrup (bring equal parts 
sugar and water to boil, 
remove from heat and allow 
to cool) 

Bourbon (a shot or two) 

Fresh mint (about 6-8 leaves) 
Shaved ice 

Directions 

Pour ingredients into glass, 
crush the mint with a spoon 
(to get the most flavor), mix 
and pour over ice. Traditionally 
served in a silver or pewter cup. 

Hip: Make a large pot of 
simple syrup and keep in the 
fridge for quick and easy drinks.

“It’s not Ninevah 
Church’s thing,” he 
said. “We step aside. 

We’re Christians. We are 
prayers.” 

Cooper said the day is 
set aside to pray for the 
nation’s wellbeing, along 
with the wellbeing of 


those who lead it. 

“We pray for the 
nation, and the nation 
is run by governments 
... local, state, federal... 
we pray at the event for 
every one of those, the 
judiciary and the politi¬ 
cal leaders. 

“We pray for the 
police, the schools 
and how the nation is 
kept in order through 
established forms of 


government, schools and 
churches. 

“What holds the 
nation together... that’s 
what we pray for.” 

The National Day 
of Prayer belongs to all 
Americans, according to 
the website. It is a day 
that “transcends differ¬ 
ences, bringing together 
citizens from all back¬ 
grounds.” 

“We have lost many 


of our freedoms in 
America because we 
have been asleep,” 
Shirley Dobson, the 
organization’s chair¬ 
man, said. “I feel if we 
do not become involved 
and support the annual 
National Day of Prayer, 
we could end up forfeit¬ 
ing this freedom, too.”

Some 
made sense, some didn’t, but over 10 
years ago, it was talk. Today, it’s not 
even that.

I am not 
holding my breath. 

Shorten football season by a week 

Currently, football starts practicing 
around July 15 and the season opens 
around Aug. 20. This year, Anderson 
County opens on Aug. 21 and the 
Bearcats have a bye week during the 
season. 

The problem is there are too many 
teams in the playoffs. Since the state 
went to six classes in 2007, nearly 
everyone makes the post-season. 
While the last four years Anderson 
has been in a six-team district, mean¬ 
ing two of the teams would not make 
the playoffs, this year, the Bearcats 
are in a four-team district. All four 
will advance. Something just seems 
out of whack with such a scenario. 

Plus, there are a ton of first round 
playoff matchups that are embarrass¬ 
ments for both teams. 

Solution: Allow only two teams from 
each district to advance to the playoffs 
and end the last weekend of November.

Numbers probably affect baseball as 
much or more than any other sport at 
the high school level. Face it, pitching is 
the name of the game and more num¬ 
bers generally mean more pitchers. 

You hear of small schools upsetting 
bigger ones in tournament play but it 
is nearly impossible for them to win a 
regional tournament. Not enough arms. 

The only answer that I can see is to 
divided the baseball playing schools up 
to three or four classes.

Platt, Wayne lead local team against best from across Kentucky

New section of Hatchery Creek 
trout stream to open next spring

The Hatchery Creek Stream and 
Wetland Restoration project just 
below Wolf Creek Dam at Lake Cum¬ 
berland is nearing the half way point 
to completion, according to a news 
release. The exceptionally harsh 
winter and wet conditions this spring 
prompted some delays in the con¬ 
struction schedule, the release said. 

The delays will push the open¬ 
ing of the Hatchery Creek project 
for public fishing to May 1,2016. 

The upper part of Hatchery Creek, 
directly downstream of Wolf Creek 
National Fish Hatchery, will open to 
fishing sporadically late this coming 
summer, depending on construction 
activity. 

“It is not unusual for construc¬ 
tion projects to experience delays 
when conditions get too bad from the 
weather,” said Rob Lewis, engineer 
coordinator for the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“Unfavorable working conditions 
are more pronounced when your 
project is located near wetlands and 
waterways like the Hatchery Creek 
project.” 

This project involves several public 
and private entities operating coop¬ 
eratively. It is a complete redesign 
and construction of Hatchery Creek, 
which flows from the Wolf Creek 
National Fish Hatcherv into the Cum¬ 


berland River. The new Hatchery 
Creek will emulate a natural trout 
stream with runs, pools, shoals and 
wetlands. It will provide about one 
mile of restored stream to the public 
for fishing. 

The project has made good prog¬ 
ress by completing much of the new 
channel and installing several of the 
rock and log structures before the 
weather conditions slowed the work. 

A construction company under 
contract with the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers has been working in the 
stream project area to obtain soil for 
other work associated with the repair 
of Wolf Creek Dam. 

This is the phase of the project 
that has experienced delays due to 
the weather. The focus will return to 
the Hatchery Creek restoration when 
these contractors complete this part 
of the project. 

“There will now be time for ripar¬ 
ian and wetland vegetation to become 
established along the new project 
before it is opened,” said Eric Dawalt 
of Stan tec, the engineering and con¬ 
struction contractor on the project.

Elkhorn Creek in 
central Kentucky, the 
city of Elkton in Todd 
County and Elkhorn 
City in Pike County are 
modern day reminders 
of the elk that inhabit¬ 
ed Kentucky when the 
pioneers arrived. 

The elk disappeared 
from the state in the 
decades after the 
Civil War. In 1997, a 
landmark restoration 
effort began that re¬ 
established an elk herd 
in the state’s scenic 
southeastern region and 
created one of the most 
sought-after hunting 
opportunities east of 
the Rocky Mountains. 

“The herd is doing 
great,” said Gabe Jen¬ 
kins, deer and elk pro¬ 
gram coordinator with 
the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. “There 
is plenty of opportunity 
for hunters.” 

Hunters looking for 
a chance at a Kentucky 
elk have until midnight 
(Eastern time) April 
30 to enter this year’s 
quota hunt drawing. 
Completing the online 
application at www. 
fw.ky.gov ahead of time 
is strongly encouraged 
to avoid the expected 
last-minute rush of 
applicants. 

“This is a wonderful 
opportunity,” Jenkins 
said. “Hunter success 
rates are high. It is eas¬ 
ier than going out west 
and you have a nice, 
quality animal that 
makes excellent table 
fare.” 

Kentucky residents 
and those living out- 
of-state are eligible to 
apply for all four per¬ 
mit types, such as bull 
or cow firearms and 
bull or cow archery/ 
crossbow permits. How¬ 
ever, they can only be 
drawn for one. Each 
application costs $10. 

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife will issue 900 
general quota hunt per¬ 
mits and 10 youth per¬ 


mits this year through 
a random computer 
drawing conducted in 
early May by the Ken¬ 
tucky Commonwealth 
Office of Technology. 
Results will be posted 
online at www.fw.ky. 
gov within the first two 
weeks of May. 

Based on last season’s 
numbers, Kentucky 
residents have a 1 in 
149 chance to be drawn 
for a bull firearm tag, 
while they have a 1 in 
30 chance for a cow 
firearm tag. Residents 
applying for a bull 
archery/crossbow tag 
had a 1 in 86 chance. 
Those residents apply¬ 
ing for a cow archery/ 
crossbow tag had an 
excellent chance to be 
drawn at 1 in 14. 

Kentucky’s elk herd 
is the largest east of the 
Rocky Mountains and 
more than all the states 
east of the Mississippi 
River combined. The 
elk zone in southeast 
Kentucky covers 16 
counties and more than 
4 million acres. 

Traditionally, the 
hunter success rate for 
bulls is greater than 
80 percent during the 
firearms seasons and 
around 60 percent for 
the archery season. For 
cow elk, the archery 
success rate typically is 
about 50 percent while 
firearms hunters tra¬ 
ditionally experience 
success more than 60 
percent of the time. 

“The hunt has 
definitely changed,” 
Jenkins said. “You are 
no longer going out, 
shooting an elk and 
going home. You have 
to put your time and 
effort into this. Scout, 
scout and scout some 
more. When you think 
you’ve done enough 
scouting, go back. The 
time and effort will pay 
off when it is your time 
to hunt.” 

The season limit this 
year is 250 bulls and 
650 cow elk. Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife will 
issue 150 firearms per¬ 
mits and 100 archery/ 
crossbow permits for 


bulls; 390 firearms per¬ 
mits and 260 archery/ 
crossbow permits for 
cow elk. 

Hunters ages 15 and 
younger can apply for 
the youth-only quota 
hunt during the same 
application period as 
the general elk quota 
hunt drawing. They 
may also apply for the 
general quota elk hunt 
drawing, but cannot be 
drawn for both in the 
same year. 

The youth-only 
option does not appear 
until the child’s birth¬ 
day is entered in the 
drawing application 
process. The youth per¬ 
mit is good during all 
seasons and is for either 
sex elk. 

The proposed 2015- 
2016 hunting seasons 
for elk open in Septem¬ 
ber and close in Janu¬ 
ary 2016. 

Bull elk firearms 
Hunt 1 opens Oct. 3 and 
closes Oct. 9 while bull 
elk firearms Hunt 2 
opens Oct. 10 and closes 
Oct. 16. 

Cow elk firearms 
Hunt 1 opens Dec. 12 
and closes Dec. 18 and 
cow elk firearms Hunt 
2 opens Jan. 2,2016 and 
closes Jan 8. Bull elk 
archery season opens 
Sept. 19,2015 and closes 
Jan. 18, 2016 while cow 
elk archery season 
opens Oct. 17,2015 and 
closes Jan. 18,2016. Bull 
elk crossbow season 
opens Sept. 26 and cow 
elk crossbow season 
opens Oct. 17, and both 
run through Dec. 25. Of 
note, hunters drawn for 
a bull or cow archery 
and crossbow permit 
may not hunt when an 
elk firearms season is 
open.

for more details on elk 
hunting. This guide will 
be available in July. You 
may also visit the Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife 
website at www.fw.ky.

It was supposed to be a 
tuneup, but someone forgot 
to tell Madison Central. 

And Anderson County 
appeared to forget what had 
made the Lady Bearcats one 
of Kentucky’s Top 10 teams, 
according to the rankings 
nearly all season. 

Madison Central scored 
five times in the top of the 
10th inning to upset the host 
Lady Bearcats, 7-3, Friday 
night. 

Madison Central improved 
to 11-8 while Anderson fell 
to 20-5 and lost for the third 
time in nine days. 

Anderson left 13 runners 
on base, including eight 
between the sixth and ninth 
innings when it appeared the 
Lady Bearcats were going to 
escape, but could not come up 
with the big hit. 

“We were flat,” Anderson 
coach Brent Aldridge said. 

“I keep telling the kids if we 
don’t play a certain way, we 
are beatable.” 

Anderson had been aver¬ 
aging better than seven runs 
a game but did not have a 


hit through the first three 
innings. The Lady Bearcats 
finished with 11, but Madison 
Central turned three double 
plays to get out of some jams. 

None of those double plays 
was bigger than the unas¬ 
sisted one Sydney Vaughn 
turned in to end a major Lady 
Bearcat threat in the bottom 
of the ninth. Playing under 
the international tie-breaker, 
which places a runner at sec¬ 
ond base as an inning begins, 
Anderson’s Leann Ashby, 
pinch hitting for Courtney 
Gale Hawkins, singled up the 
middle, moving Katelyn Har¬ 
rod to third base. 

Sammy Rogers then beat 
out an infield hit after Madi¬ 
son Central looked Harrod 
back to third. 

With the bases loaded and 
none out, Missa Walker flied 
to right. Bailey Curry, who 
has been flirting with a .700 
batting average all season, 
sent a rocket down the third 
base line. Vaughn somehow 
made the catch at third and 
doubled Harrod off third. 

Vaughn had a monster 
night, belting two home runs, 
driving in three, and being in 


on all three double plays. She 
got Madison Central going 
with a line shot over the left 
field fence in the first, then 
pushed a towering fly over 
the fence in left field. 

Madison Central took 
advantage of four Anderson 
errors. 

“We just came out flat 


and we had bad execution,” 
Aldridge said. 

Anderson finally got going 
in the fourth when Mia 
Aldridge drove in Rogers to 
bring the Lady Cats within 
2-1. They tied it in the fifth 
when Corrin Robinson and 
Harrod led the inning off 
with back-to-back doubles.”

timent by those who saw the 
lightning strike.

The Anderson County real property tax roll will be open 
for inspection from May 4 through May 18, 2014. Under the 
supervision of the property valuation administrator or one of the 
deputies, any person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1, 2015, assessment on which state, 
county, library, health, fire, extension, and school taxes for 2015 
will be due after September 15, 2015. The PVA office does not 
set tax rates. Kentucky law requires that property be assessed 
equally and uniformly, that each parcel of property be inspected 
for re-assessment at least once every four years, and that the 
assessment reflect the price the property would bring in a vol¬ 
untary sale between a willing buyer and willing seller, given a 
reasonable time on the market. Assessment notices will be sent 
to property owners by May 6 ONLY if the assessed value has 
increased. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation admin¬ 
istrator, located at 101 Ollie Bowen Court (beside the Court¬ 
house), and may be inspected between the hours of 8:30 a.m. 
and 4:30 p.m. Monday-Friday and 8:30 a.m.-noon on Saturdays 
(by appointment). 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real prop¬ 
erty made by the PVA must first request a conference with the 
PVA or a designated deputy. The conference may be held prior 
to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real prop¬ 
erty after the conference with the PVA or designated deputy 
may appeal to the county board of assessment appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person 
or sending a letter or other written petition stating the reasons 
for appeal, identifying the property and stating the taxpayer’s 
opinion of the fair cash value of the property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office no 
later than Tuesday, May 19. 

A taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assess¬ 
ment appeals, or failing to appear before the board, either in 
person or by designated representative, will not be eligible to 
appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.

Lawrenceburg treats surface water from the Kentucky River.The susceptibility to contamination of the raw water is moderate. However, there are a few areas of 
high concern. There are a number of bridges in the immediate area of the intake. Should an accidental release of contaminants occur from any of these sites it could 
reach the intakes. Also, an impaired stream and tributary to the Kentucky River occurs just upstream of the intake. There are other contaminant sources including 
everything from large capacity septic systems, to major roads and railways, to underground storage tanks.These activities, and how they are conducted, are of 
interest to the entire community because they potentially affect your health and cost of treating your water. A complete source water assessment can be obtained or 
reviewed at City Hall at the address above.__

Treatment Technique (TT) - a required process intended to reduce the level of a contaminant in drinking water.
